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Detailed Action 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-33 are pending. This action is in response to the status inquiry 
received September 3, 2008. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-33 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Togler 
et al (US 5,375,055). 

Re claim 18, Togler teaches a method for trading in an anonymous trading network 
(abstract), the method comprising: 

performing executing an anonymous trade over the anonymous trading network 
between a first and second party (figs. 2-3; buyers and sellers as first and second party); 
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identifying the first and second party to each other after the anonymous trade has 
been executed (col. 5, lines 4-39); and thereafter 

permitting the first and second party to execute a conversational trade using the 
anonymous trading network (col. 1 , lines 23-54; col. 2, lines 38-47). 

Re claim 19, Togler teaches a method of trading in an anonymous trading system 
(abstract), the method comprising: 

executing a first trade between a first and a second trader based on bilateral credit 
limits (col. 3, lines 22-44); 

executing a second trade between the first and the second trader through the 
anonymous trading system without regard to the credit limits (col. 1, lines 23-54; col. 2, line 
32 to col. 3, line 44). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-17 and 20-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
of record fail to teach, singly or in combination, market distribution means connected to 
the network for distributing price quotation messages to the order input devices, the 
market distribution means being responsive to the price quotation messages and the 
matching engine; credit limit storage means for storing credit limits available for trades 
between each trader or group of traders and possible counterparty traders or groups of 
traders; means for identifying to each of the parties to an executed deal the 
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counterparty to the deal; means for offering to the identified counterparty an additional 
trade at the same price as the executed deal; and means for executing the additional 
trade irrespective of whether or not the additional trade exceeds one or both of the 
credit limits assigned by each of the parties to the trade to the other in place when said 
executed deal took place
